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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 4-7, 13, 14, 16-18, 23-25, 27, and 29-37 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention requires a plurality of electrodes separated by insulation members wherein the 
insulation members have compressible strips disposed above them, comprising a 
closed structure configured to prevent solution from flowing through the insulation 
members and the compressible strips. The closest prior art comprises a plurality of 
electrodes separated by insulation members having compressible strips disposed above 
them, but fails to teach wherein the compressible strips comprise a material having a 
closed pore structure. There was not found a teaching in the prior art suggesting 
modification of the conventional electro-polishing apparatus to obtain the apparatus of 
the instant application. 

3. The examiner maintains the reasons for allowance because the closest prior art, 
Adams et al. (US Patent no. 6,143,155), suggests the use of multiple electrodes within 
the electrode assembly, to be immersed in a solution, with the anode and cathode 
alternating so that the process may be accomplished in a single pass of the assembly 
(col. 1 1 , lines 39-49) wherein the electrodes are separated by insulators, having 
compressible strips disposed thereon, protruding above the top surfaces of the 
electrodes, to prevent the electrodes from physically contacting the wafer (col. 8, lines 
11-13); applying a potential difference between the electrodes to accomplish the 
electrolytic process (col. 8, lines 41-44) but fails to disclose wherein the compressible 
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strips comprise a material liaving a closed pore structure. However, it was not found a 
teaching in the prior art suggesting modification of the conventional electrolytic 
apparatus to obtain the one of the instant application since modifying Adams 
compressible strips will render the invention inoperable for its intended purpose 
because a closed pore structure would prevent fluid from flowing throughout the system.
